Ninety years of age. enthroned in the bosom of 
his family and the love of his people, he waits in 
peace and content for the end 


inventions have beeu made useful, his philan- 
thropy has proved a mercy and a profit, his 
schemes have ail prospered, his children have 


} grown upin honorand prosperity around him, 


and their children, clamber en his knee, and 
with a stinglees conscience and a heart that still 
glows beneath the snows of age, he will round a 
noble life with a Christian's death. 

Mr. Cooper is probably the oidest New Yorker 
who was observant in his youth and is intelligent 
enough to tell in his old age what he sew when 
he was young. He remembers when New York 


where the Astor house and Herald building now 
stand were corn-fields. He rode one mile 
down the river from Bellevue hospital, and he 
saw but one house in the milewhich is now a 
solid front of buildings. He has seen New York 
grow from half the a@ize of Atlanta to be the me- 
tropolis of America, with aboutas many inhabi- 
tants as the entiie state of Georgia. 

Peter Cooper began life as an apprentice to 4 
coachmaker and received only ¢2)a-year. He 
was an industrious young fellow, and gave his 
whole mind to his business. He invented while 
in his apprenticéshfp a machine for mortising 
hubs in carriage whéels, out of which his employ- 
er made a fortune. His first money was made by 
the invention of a machine for shearing cloth. 
He made these machines and sold them. This 
was priorto the year 1812. Before he was 21 
years of age he had mastered three trades—that 
of a brewer, coachmaker and machinist. At the 
end of three years of apprenficeship he worked a 
year at $1 50 a day. 
He is connected with the development of some 
of the greatest inventions of the age. He built 
the first locomotive ever made in this country. 
The tubes for the botler were made of old gun- 
barrels, and the engine made thirteen miles in 
one hour and thirteen minutes, This saved the 
Baltimo:e and Ohio road from bankruptcy and 
encouraged its projectors to ge ahead. When the 
first Atlantic cable was being laid the company’s 
credit was gone, and Mr. Cooper — or- 
dered “the contractors to draw on 
him personally, and thus _ carried the 
euterprise through. The first monitor that ie- 
pelled the Merrimac in Hampton Roads and saved 
the federal navy, was built at Mr. Cooper’s 
{vundry. Among other things he invented a mu- 
sical self-rocking cradle. In 1825 he invented a 
torpedo beat that would run six miles by steel 
springs, and explodeon touching an enemy’s 
vessel. 

His life has been one of munificence and phi- 
lanthropy. The first money he ever earned he 
used in lifting the burder of debt from his fath- 
er’s shoulders. Since then he has given freely 
and wise.y. His greatest charity wasin founding

“It is the duty,’ said Colonel Foreacre,

thus a benign, harmless and inoffensive 
disease is substitated for a malignant, 
dangerous and diggusting one. In the 
great majority of cases complete protec- 
tion is afforded by thorough vacciuation, 
and in the remainder the disease is so 
modified as to be robbed of its virulence 
and, as a rule, of ite danger. 

The statistics of the London small-pox 
hospitals daring the epidemics of 1870, 
-71 show that out of 14,800 cases the 
rates of mortality to have been in vacci- 
nated cases (where one vaccination had 
been performed in infancy) 10.15 per 
cent, and in unvaccinated cases 44.50 per 
cent. The percentage of deaths to cases | 
among children under ten years of age 
was, for those who had been vaccinated, 

862, and for those who had not 

been vaccinated 4.45. In some 
of the hospitals the effect of the 
plurality of marks on the rate of- 
mortality was investigated. Outof 5,539 
cases treated in two hospitals, the mor- 

tality, which was 55 9 per cent in unvac- 
cinated cases, decreased to 15.2 in cases 
with one mark, and 5.5 in cases with five 
marks or more—of 420 well vaccinated 

cases under fifteen years of age the death 

rate was only 0.57 per cent. Still more 
striking is the fact that out of the whole 
number, 14,800 patients, there were bat 
four cases in which révaccination had 
been recently performed, and these were 
light attacks. The only test of vaccina- 
tion is revaccination, and, as we are in- 
formed, the protective value of a mark is 
gradually impaired »y age, it is very un- 
portant to verify its eflicacy by an occa- 
sional repetition of the process. 

The dangers attending thissimple little 
operation, are, we feel assured, greatly 
exaggerated, With the exercise or ordi- 
nary precaution in the _ selection 
of the virus and  ~of ordinary 
skill in its insertion, the risk practically 
amounts to nothing, and the very few 
unfortunate cases in which disastreus 
results have ensued should not be ar- 
rayed against a practice which has be- 
stowed such great and lasting benefits 
upon so many thousand. It is said that 
afew persons comparatively are insus- 
ceptible of vaccinia. The number of 
these must be extremely small and, 
while it is conceded by the best authori- 
ties, that they are insusceptible also of 
small-pox, repeated vaccination should 
be insisted upon, for it is by no means 
certain how long this insusceptibility 
will endure.

away and by diverting traflic to unin- 
fected points. | 

In view of these and other facts it be- 
comes of the gravest importance to avert, 
if possible, such a catastrophe. Can this 
bedone? Without hesitation we answer, 
upon unquestionable authority, it can. 
In thorough vaccination we possess, 
happily, a trustworthy and absolute 
means of preventing this - disease—a 
remedy so simple, so safes so philosophic 
and so sure that it seems unaccountable 
that any can be found who will presume 
to question its utility or refuse its protec- 
tion.

Mr. L. J Barbot and his corps of assistant 
engineers arrived here from Charleston this 
morning on the early train, and went out 
to Newington to make a survey of the ex 

verimental teafarm. The tract of land se 
ected by Mr J. Jackson, the tea expert, is 
partof what is known as the Newington 
lands, and lies about two miles-and a 
half southwest of Summerville. It was 
formally turned over to the government by 
Major John C Minott, representing H A 
Middleton, the lesser on the 26th of last 
January. Since tbat time Mr. Jackson has 
employed a large number of bands, and has 
worked so continuously and vigorously that 
the nursery grounds are prepared for the 
reception of the tea-seed. The soil apprc- 
priated to the nursery Mr. Jackson pro- 
nounces to be of the richest and finest qual 
ity, comparing favorably with thatof his 
private farm in Georgia, and of the govern- 
ment farmsin Mississippi and othersouthern 
states. The seed is expected to arrive to- 
day or to-morrow. It was shipped some 
time ago from Calcutta. The qualities 
chosen for this farm are the “‘Asam indig 
enous,” and an Indian ‘“‘bybrid variety ”’ 
The original local cost of the seed was 125 
rupees per mahu, or about $30 per bushel 
Ihe first shipment will be seventy five 
bushels at a cost of about $2,000 exclusive of 
freight charges and incidental expenses. 
The whole farm will be photographed 
this week, and different views taken to 
show the location avd progress 
of the work. These will be transmit 
ted to Washington to the commissioner of 
agriculture and to our representativ s}] wh» 
are expected to push forward an addivuonal 
appropriation by congress of $5,000 or $20, 
000 to meet the estimated cost of the work. 
The design of the government in this mat- 
ter will probably be ca:r.ed out fully and 
successfully. With a reasonabie appropria- 
tion, the local advantages, and Mr. Jack 
son's life-lofg experience in this par.icular 
branch of business, there is nothing to pre- 
vent it.
